What Went on Before the 
SRA Went Out? 


With jobs in the shipyards, jobs on the farm, jobs in the 
aircraft factories, jobs on the railroads—and jobs in a hun- 
dred and one defense industries, all beckoning to willing 
workers—it may seem like a strange time to rake up the 
withered leaves of the State Relief Administration. 

But some facts have come to light on developments in the 
relief situation, since the legislature cut the SRA off at the 
poekets and turned the problem over to the counties, which 
indicate that when the whole, unabridged story of relief ad- 
ministration in California is told it will make the once sensa- 
tional Teapot Dome scandal look like just a piker’s pec- 
Oia the two-year period which ended on July 1, Cal- 
ifornia spent the staggering sum of $77,364,000 in support- 
ing the gigantic State Relief Administration structure. It 
was the biggest department of state government, with an ad- 
ministrative staff which ran into the thousands—and with 
an insatiable appetite for appropriations which scandalized 
even veteran legislators. 

Due to deadlocks, disagreements and inability of the leg- 
islature and Governor Olson to come to terms on a com- 
promise proposal, it was finally cut off without a penny. 

What happened? It’s the most revealing story since the 
start of alphabetical commissions. 

Take Los Angeles county, for example, as that county 
under SRA, had the biggest relief load in California. When 
the State Relief Administration ceased operations on July 1. 
there were 12,800 cases on SRA rolls in Los Angeles county. 
Only 8,000 of those sought assistance from the County Wel- 
fare department, and the county actually granted relief to 
only 6,000 cases—an immediate drop of more than half the 
total load! The 6.000 cases taken over by the county were 
kept on the rolls until Sept. 1, when it became apparent that 
Governor Olson would not call a special legislative session to 
appropriate state funds to aid the counties. At that time, 
the county discharged all of these cases, except for persons 
working on unfinished projects. As of Sept. 24, there were 
onty 1,590 men and 300 women left on the roils—and even 
that small case load is now dwindling. 

While this was taking place, what happened to the Los 
Angeles county indigent rolls? Did they increase sharply, 
as forecast? No, quite to the contrary, the number of indig- 
ents dropped from 15,000 to 12,000, although these persons, 
presumably, were unemployables. Moreover, the threatened 
imerease in the Los Angeles tax rate failed to materialize; 
the tax rate even dropped a cent, 

All over California the story is much the same. The 
dole is dead, but not one is dying of hunger, despite dire 
predictions to the contrary. The biggest raid on the state 
treasury in California’s history has ended. But the ques- 
tion still remains: ‘‘What went on before it came to an

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Secretary Morgenthau’s Proposal

When Secretary Henry Morgenthau of the Treasury 
proposed a few days ago that all corporation profits above 
six per cent should be taken by the government to assist 
in finaneing the program of national defense, a roar of 
protest went up all over the land. In the midst of it we 
rise to inquire, rather timidly, ‘‘Why not?”’ 

American youth by the hundreds of thousands have 
been drafted for military service in the nation’s defense 
and are now in training in a series of camps. Some of 
these young men were within 2 few months of graduation 
from colleges and professional schools when they were 
called. Some lacked only a brief period of training to 
complete their preparation for highly skilled professional 
careers. All of them were at one of the most critical 
periods of their lives. They have been taken for military 
service, and it is for their lives that the government is ask- 
ing. Secretary Morgenthau’s proposal only asks for the 
profits above six per cent. 

From a variety of sources we hear the objection raised 
that the secretary’s proposal is utterly un-American, be- 
eause it interferes with ‘‘free industry’’. But, we ask 
again, is the conscript system American or European? 
Did not American opinion condemn it for years as one of 
the worst evils of the Old World? 

’ If this is to be an all-out war for American youth, why 
should it not also be an all-out war for American industry? 

American boys, in military training, are denied the 
right of petition. They have no way of expressing their 
opinion to Congress, to the President, or to any other au- 
thority. To attempt to do so, they have been told, is tc 
defy military discipline. But all the ehannels of protest 
are open to American business, in presenting its viewpoint 
to the government and to the public. 

In response to an editorial in The Christian Advocate 
a few weeks ago, wherein mention was made of the profits 
of certain war industries, we received a considerable tide 
of mail. In almost every case our correspondents assured 
us that the war industries were not making money. Yet 
some of those very industries which were then pleading 
poverty are now loudest in their protest against the sec- 
retary’s proposal. If their profits are less than six per 
cent what is the cause for their alarm? 

One of the most conspicuous causes for cynicism at the 
close of World War 1 was the fact that 23,000 new mil- 
lionaires appeared in the income tax rolls of the United 
States government as a result of war profits. The secre-

modern trend away from such a result. 

A group of Methodist youth adopted a resolution early 
in September calling for a repeal of the Conscription Act, 
and were eriticized-roundly for their action on the ground 
that it would ‘‘lend comfort to the enemy’’. We can hard- 
ly imagine Hitler weeping when American business pro- 
tests against a slashing of its profits. 

That Mr. Morgenthau’s plan savors strongly of Nazi 
philosophy will probably have to be admitted. But so also 
do other ‘‘emergency’’ acts of the American government. 
The individual has beén called upon to surrender on a 
good many fronts since we became involved in this war. 
If the American people are to take the way of war, they 
must pay the costs of war, and Mars plays no favorites. 
Youth, property, profits, civilians, institutions, freedoms— 
they are all involved in the same tragedy. 

The difference between the Nazi philosophy and the 
democratic philosophy appears in the fact that the Nazi 
state recognizes no individual rights above those of the 
state, and the democratic philosophy grants the state no 
rights except those conferred upon it by the individuals 
who make up the state. 

The strength of a Nazi state depends upon the extent 
to which the state can impose its will upon the people. 
The strength of the democratic state depends upon the 
extent to which the people can discipline themselves and 
make sacrifices for the state. 

We have asked our boys for their all. Seeretary Mor- 
genthau is only asking industry for its profits in excess 
of six per cent. ;

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War news usually is interest- 
ing, but it is always of more in- 
terest if it comes directly from 
some personal contact with the 
front line of action.

However, I wili tell you as much 
as I can, though, naturally, the 
most interesting items are just 
the ones I may not put on paper. 
In many respects this desert is 
very much like that around Reno, 
only there are no high mountains 
about. In parts, it is just mile 
after mile of sand and rock cov- 
ered with a low growing sage 
brush. In other parts it is ex- 
tremely rocky, the ground being 
just covered with masses of loose 
boulders. E 

“Believe me, this type of coun- 
try is anything but kind to vehi- 
cles, and I have been surprised 
our lorries have stood up as well 
as they have under the beating 
they have had to take.

Citrus groves which are infect- 
ed with red scale should be treat- 
ed promptly, it was stated this 
week by R. S. Wolgum, chief en- 
tomologist of the California Fruit 
Growers exchange. 

Mr. Wolgum said: 

“Red scale * as @ general rule has 
developed a little more slowly 
than usual due to the cool sum- 
mer, and while the green fruit is 
now rapidly becoming infected, 
the scale is often small and for the 
most part: not easily discernible. 
Oil spray treatments should be 
pushed from now on for several 
reasons: this small scale is more 
susceptible to oil spray than it 
will be later on; treatment should 
be made during the next two 
months before the coming crop 
reaches a size that might be ad- 
versely affected by the oil; spider 
is building up rapidly in many 
lemon orchards at present, and the 
shortage of labor makes it desir- 
able that work be done promptly. 

“Interior; In interior resistant 
areas where ahy great amount of 
red scale is present, spraying of 
oranges during the next two 





weeks should preferably be with || 


medium oil, 1% to 1-2-8 per cent. 
Fumigation later may also be re- 
quired. Where red scale is light, 
light medium oil thoroughly ap- 
plied may be used. Oil spray work 
should be completed promptly. 


Growers with lightly infected red || 


scale orchards who prefer to fum- 
igate should defer treatment until 
later (November to December) 
when heavier dosages may be 
used. Fumigation is the preferred 
treatment in non-resistant areas.”

Q—Are physicians hereafter ex- 
empt from speed laws? 

A-—-Not at all times. As a hu- 
manitarian consideration, physic- 
ians responding to emergency 
calls will be. exempt from provi- 
sions of the speed laws. Their 
vehicles must display approved in- 
signia and the physician or driver 
is not relieved from driving with 
due regard for other traffic, and 
is not protected from any arbi- 
trary exercise of the privilege. 

Q—While driving the other eve- 
ning with a friend, we were stop- 
ped by an officer. My friend be- 
came panicky because she had 
left her operator’s license at home 
and I gave her mine. The officer 
noticed the difference and said 
that I had committed a serious 
violation of the law. by doing as 
I did. -The officer pointed out 
that inasmuch as my friend claim- 
ed to be a licensed: operator in 
California, that the mere fact she 
did not have her license was less 
Serious than the offense I com- 
mitted. Is that true? ; 

A—As indicated by your ques- 
tion, your friend was the possess- 
or of a valid driver’s license, and 
therefore, all that would have 
been required for the dismissal of 
this charge would have been the 
presentation in court of the. valid 
drivers license. Lending your 
driver’s license not only was in 
violation of law, but it also placed 
your friend who borrowed the li- 
cense, also in violation of law, as 
you will understand this is a prac- 
tice quite often used by criminals. 
The lending of a drivers license, 
or displaying one not your own is 
considered a serious offense. 

Q—Are pedestrians and children 
on bicycles obligated to walk or 
drive on the left side of a high- 
way on the ontside ‘of a city? 

A-—Pedestrians are so required, 
but bicycles are considered a vehi- 
cle and must be driven as close as
